Orig- 
inally it showed corporation assess- 
ments amounting to $69,510,000. The 
roll as it lo6ked when it came out of 
the Board of Bqualization rooms had 
been reduced to the almost unrec- 
ognizable amount of $15,290,160—e 
reduction of $54,219,840. All of 
which means that instead of recetv- 
ing a refund from the State of almost 
$40,000, the Los Angeles city treas- 
ury will receive less than $15,000 re- 
fund, and must make up the $26,000 
shortage in the expected receipts 


IMPLIED CRITICISM. 

The wholesale reduction of the 
Los Angeles franchise assessment roll 
carries with it a criticism for the pol- 
ley of City Assestor Mallard. In the 
first place, the State Board of Equal- 
ization threw out 660 corporations as 
being subject to taxation only by the 
State Board

PROTESTS UPHELD. 
Further reductions were made on 
the protests of corporations, partic- 
ularly the Pacific Electric Railway 
Company of Los Angeles, that Mal- 
Jard has assessed supply materials as 
“non-operative.” The State board 
upheld the protests that these me- 
terials were “operative” and as such 
taxable only by the State Board of 
Equalization. These materials were 
shown to the satisfaction of the 
equalizers to be used wholly in the 
maintenance of operating plants and 
‘tn repair work to equipment and were 
therefore wholly. “operative” and 
could not be classed as “non-opera- 
tive,” as they had been originally 
listed in Mallard’s assessment roll. 
NO PAY FOR “DEAD HORSE.” 
The other reductions which go to 
make up the slash of over %$564,000,- 
000 in Malltard’s assessments appeared 
when the equalizers cut in halves the 
assessments against general fran- 
chise corporations, tinciuding mer- 
cantile establishments not doing pub- 
lic service business. Mallard did not 
assess this class of corporations last 


year and declared that he felt justi-. 


fied tn assessing them twice this year 
so that Los Angeles city might obtain 
its lawful refund from the State cov- 
ering both the 1911 and 1912 assess- 


ments. But the equalizers could not |i 
see things that way-—-they refused to// 


pay for any dead horsea, ruling that 
only the assessments of 1912 could be 
left. on the roll. Los Angeles lost its 
refund for the 1911 assessments and 
the Board of Equalization does not 
see how the loss is to be made up.

It was the silayer’s starving obhai- 
tion that finally led to his arrest. He 
had gone without food from Monday 
night until yesterday noon a stretch of 
seventy-two hours.

The Sheriff ar- 
rived in half an hour and caught up 
with the man. Greenfield hesitatingly 
admitted his identity and later made 
his confession. 

During the child-slayer’s wander- 
ings he was robbed by two men, who 
searched his clothing as he lay on the

night. The men, says Greenfield, 


searched him thoroughly ara cursed 


him when they found no money.

Quick Action Needed. 


UNSPRINKLED STREETS | 
A ‘MENACE TO HEALTH. 


N LINE with the demand of ‘the 
Health Commission that the un- 
paved as well as paved city streets 
be sprinkled immediately to assist in 
suppressing the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis, Commissioner Humphreys, 
head of the street department, yester- 
prepared a statement for the 
Coyncil in which he recommended 
emergency action to meet the situa- 
tion. 

This follows an unaccountable “de- 
lay in transit” of, the Mayor’s mes- 
sage to the Council, the first of the 
week, om its way to the Board of 
Public Works for action. Learning 
last night that the document had not 
yet reached the board, the Mayor 
held a conference with Humphreys 
on the subject. 

In Commissioner Humphrey's state- 
ment, which he had already prepared, 
a review made of the conditions 
which have militated against the best 
of service in street sprinkling, the 
history of the controversy between 
the Board of Public Works and the 
Metropolitan Construction Company, 
which has the contract to furnish 
teams for street sprinkling, being 

and the statement being set 
forth as to the time that would be 
required to secure additional street 
sprinklers, and the uncertainty of 
getting the necessary teams for emer- 
gency work. 


Commissioner Humphreys _ states 
that during the summer of two years 
ago, the city was short thirty teams 
from the number required to proper- 
ly carry on its street sprinkling, and 
that a similar situation existed last 
summer, and that right at this time 
the department is short six teams, He 
states that at least forty days would 
be required’ to secure additional 
sprinklers to undertake the work pro- 
posed by the Mayor. 

His suggestion of a solution of the 
difficulties in the way of keeping 
down the dust is that the City Coun- 
cil. give authority to the Board of 
Public Works to purchase immediate- 
ly, under emergency provisions, 15,- 
000 barrels of oil for street sprinkling, 
in addition to the oil already adver- 
tised for, and that this be used at 
once for giving light coatings on the 
streets under consideration. He esti- 
mates that this extra amount of oll 
will accomplish the desired purpose 
in the present emergency, and be- 
lieves that it is the only solution for 
speedy relief. 

As the City Council has gone on 
record as willing to aid the 
health commissioner in every possible 
way in his efforts to suppress the 
present epidemic, it doubtless will 
provide the necessary authority for 
the emergency purchase, and there is 
good prospect to believe that the dust 
nuisance will be abated to a great de- 


gree within a comparatively short 
time.

MOW YOUR WEEDS INSIDE 


OF TWO WEEKS IS ORDER. 


HIS morning an ordinance, the 
T object of which is.a clean city, 

will go into effect. It is aimed 
particularly at the common weed but 
in its 2500 words it also takes a wal- 
lop at rubbish, dead trees, ancient 
vegetables, and in fact anything that 
mars the beauty of any lot in the city 
or endangers the health of the resi- 
dents. 

The ordinance is drastic in that it 
provides that all weeds, rubbish, etc., 
must be cleared away during the 
next fifteen days. If this is not done 
the city is empowered to enter upon 
the property and do the work and 
collect the cost from the owner or 
lessee. 

The ordinance provides that this 
work shail be done at least twice 
each year, once between Aug. 16 and 
Aug. 31, and again during the two 


weeks following the third Monday 
in April. 

The ordinance has been fathered 
by the Los Angeles Realty Board and 
is also urged by the fire department, 
which sees a fire menace in the abun. 
dance ow dry grass or weeds at this 
time of the year when the growth is 
as dry oe tinder. 

An aftempt was made to have the 
Council appropriate $18,000 to en- 
force this ordinance and to pay for 
the work of destroying the weeds on 
property, the owners of which had 
neglected to obey the ordinance. The 
Council refused to pass the budget 
but the Realty Board has taken up 
the matter again and is pressing it 
vigorously, explaining that the amount 
of money used will be collected back 


from the property owners and will be 
returned to the Council, making the 
appropriation -eally only one of con- 
venience.

A cunning daylight burglar broke | 
into the residence of Miss Clara 
Casey, No. 331 Douglas street, late’ 
yesterday afternoon while she was 
shopping and obtained more than 
$6000 worth of diamonds and other 
jewelry.. The police say it is one 
of the boldest robberies that has 
come to their attention for sometime. 

The thief gained entrance to the 
residence by breaking the glass in the 
kitchen door.

State Board of Education May 

Compromise on Recognition of 

Southern Night Schools. 

A new ruling may be made soon 
by the State Board of Education 
whereby night schools may share in 
the State appropriation, according to 
an intimation in a letter received yes- 
terday by County Superintendent Kep- 
pel from State Superintendent Hyatt. 

Under a ruling by the State board 
no school having a daily session short- 
er than four hours may share in the 
appropriation. Since the night schools 
are in session only two hours they are 
disbarred com receiving State funds 
and are now being supported wholly 
by local levies. 

Ios Angeles and Francisco 
county officials went into the courts 
after this ruling was announced and 
sought to prove that ft Is contrary to 
the State Constitutional provision. 
The decision handed down confirmed 
the Stute board in {ts right to regu- 
late the appropriation as it saw fit. 

Hyatt asks Keppel to report sep- 
arately the attendance of both day 
and night schools, and then to add to- 
gether the day elementary schoo! at- 
tendance and one-half the elementary 
night-school attendance. This seems 
to indicate that the night schools will 
be given half-credit in the appropria- 
tion of funds. Hyatt also raised the 
question of the status of the inter. 
mediate schools and asked for figures 
on day and night high schoo! attena- 
uneg. Keppel is of the opinion that 
the intermediate schools, which are 
only a year old in this county, have at 
present no status under the law.

INTERNATIONAL CLAIMS 
~ ARE STILL UNSETTLED. 


Conference Between Mexican Officials and American 
Receiver of California Development Company Fails of 
the Desired Results—Receiver Holaltird and Mezican 
Depositario Present Respe ctive Sides of Question. 


yesterday at the Alexandria be- 
tween representatives of the Mex- 
ican government and Col. W. H. Hola- 
bird, receiver of the California De- 
velopment Company, for the purpose 
of determining, if possible, whether 
the American receiver shall control 
the affairs of the Mexican allied com- 
pany, or whether, on the other hand, 
the Mexican “depositario” shall as- 
sume and become responsible for the 
handling of the great irrigation sys- 
tem on either side.of the boundary. 
The conference was barren of immedi- 
ate result, although from it may arise 
a serious international problem in- 
volving both governments. 

Ministro de Fomento Rafael Her- 
nandez, a relative of President Ma- 
dero, and close to the highest offi- 
cial source of power in Mexico, pre- 
sided at the meeting, which was con- 
ducted throughout with Castilia 
courtesy. 

Col. W. H. Holabird is receiver for 
the American company. A. F. An- 
drade is “depositario,”’ or receiver, of 
the Mexican company. There are 
sixty-one miles of main canal in the 
United States and 105 miles in Mex- 
ico. All of the parties in the case 
American citizens. 

| MEXICAN CLAIMS. 

The claims of the Mexicans were 
presented by Aftorney Antonio Hor- 
casitas. Briefly, these require the 
American receiver to recognize the 
Mexican “depositario” as t official 
to receive and pay all bills, and have 
absolute control of the canals in Mex- 
ico. 

To this Col. Holabird demurred, 
claiming that the Mexican company is 
simply a creature of the California 
Development Company erected to 
comply with t laws of Mexico, it 
being necessary” for physical reasons 
to construct the canal largely through 
Mexican territory. 

W. B. Mathews, chief counsel for 
the American receiver, with Stewart 
Salisbury, and 8S. B. Robinson, asso- 
lates, argued that inasmuch as Hola- 
bird is an officer of an American 
court, it is obviously impossible to 
follow the suggestion of the Mexican 
represenfatives. The chief counsel 
argued that the status quo be per- 
mitted to remain as it is until a de- 
cision is handed down by Judge Bord- 
well, who has the matter under ad- 
visement at the present time, and who 
is likely to present his ruling with- 
in a few weeks. 3 

The formal arguments by attorneys 
was followed by a desultory talk in 
which all present took part. It soon 
became apparent, however, that no 
decision was possible, and after sev- 
eral hours of debate Col. Holabird 
withdrew from the meeting. 

“Now the question presented,” 
said the receiver after the conference, 
“hinges upon what they decide to 
do in Mexico. I am in possession of 
the headings and the delivery of the 
water. It is impossible to handle the 
water under a dual responsibility, 
Too much flow means broken ditches 
and heavy loss; too little water spells 
lost crops and ruined ranchers. The 
distribution of water in the United 
States must not be interfered with. 
The system is one and cannot be sep- 
arated. If I am ejected from con- 
trol over the Mexican canals, 25,000 
people in the Imperial Valley will be 
in danger, and I can see no recourse 
other than to take the matter up. at 
Washington, in which event it will 
become an international question of 
no small importance.” :
